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This is a decision on the "PETITION FOR REVIVAL OF AN 
APPLICATION FOR PATENT ABANDONED UNINTENTIONALLY UNDER 37 CFR 
1.137(b)" filed January 2, 2009. This decision is made in light 
of the supplements to petition filed January 15, 2009 and 
February 26, 2009. 

The petition is GRANTED . 

The above-identified application became abandoned effective July 
22, 2008 for failure to timely file corrected drawings as 
required by, and within the three-month period set in, the 
Notice of Allowability mailed April 21, 2008. A courtesy Notice 
of Abandonment was mailed on August 15, 2008.
